Protestants -and Catholics agree 
the problem also fs ‘more an 
economic than a religious one, as 
the Christians ‘have been able — to 
attain a higher standnrd of living 
and are better farmers than the 
Moslems, who resent their own in- 
abilities to equal them and complain 
that the Chpistians ‘attain their 
wealth at the expense af the Mos- 
lems,
